xx AUSTRALIA. Occasionally I have recently been hearing a definite 
open carrier on 3210, which I was certain was not Vintage FM, as Craig 
is not currently broadcasting there. Heard about once every two weeks 
or so. Was a real mystery to me, as I had a positive carrier there. 


Today (August 16), at 1216 UT, I think I may have found the answer. 
Heard 3210-USB, with two men chatting in Korean. Now that I have 
finally heard some audio on 3210, I feel better, as I was having a 
hard time understanding what was going on with the carrier there that 
was not from Vintage FM. 


Thanks for the assistance of Sei-ichi Hasegawa (Japan), who listened 
to an audio file I sent him and he was able to identify the language 
for me, as I had thought it might be in Japanese, but not so.

I think people are worrying for no reason. I have been listening to RA 
as I do daily for about 2 hours a day, sometimes more depending on 
where I am in the region. Programs like The World Today from Radio 
National provide excellent coverage. And many times during our morning 
hours we would hear the same stories from both RN and then someone 
doing the same for RA. They are and will still provide excellent 
coverage for Asia and the Pacific. 


What I find interesting is if they had cut shortwave and kept the 
programs that were axed. Then people would be saying the same. The 
demise of Radio Australia. For a good number of years the bulk (24/7 
schedule) of what's heard on Radio Australia is from ABC Radio 
National and other ABC stations. Radio Australia's Pacific Beat 
program is continuing as this program really targets Australia's own 
back yard. For all other current affairs items these will come from 
ABC Radio National. For some time now ABC Radio National programs that 
are broadcast on Radio Australia have been saying in the program "This 
is ***x*x* on Radio National, online and across Asia and the Pacific on 
Radio Australia." 


Cutting shortwave for Radio Australia would have been a much bigger 
problem as the bulk of it's audience in parts of the Pacific only use 
shortwave. Except for places where Radio Australia has FM 


transmitters. 


Radio Australia unlike other broadcasters that made cut have been able 
to maintain a 24 hour service. RCI, RNW and a number of others have 
all ceased. Does it matter if programs are produced internally at 
Radio Australia or produced by the ABC. It makes no difference. It's 
the content that matters (K[eith Perron], Taiwan, Aug 15 dxldyg via 
WORLD OF RADIO 1735, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


[and non]. Now that ABC has fired Radio Australia staff, about all 
we'll hear are domestic service relays, which fortunately remain 
better programming than on most SW services. Expect a revamped program 
schedule, but as of 1610 UT August 18, it’s not up yet at

just this: ‘‘We are in the process of updating our radio schedule.

Obvious change so far is that the TV news simulcast at 1230-1330 is 
gone; instead, Monday August 18 at 1323 on 6150, 9475, 9580, 12065, 
12085, I am hearing some great heavy ‘cello playing past 1335. Tuning 
back and forth, I miss an eventual announcement about who it was, but 
1348 on to Nina Simone singing Oscar Brown's **Brown Baby**, followed 
by some cora-playing by the same earlier ‘cellist until 1400 ABC logo 
and news, which includes a visual reference by field reporter ** behind 
me’, so this originates on TV now? By 1409 back to more music. 


In the meantime, by 1626 UT recheck Aug 18, the new schedule has 
appeared at above link --- No, it hasn't! The old defunct schedule has 
reappeared, showing Monday 1230 ‘The World from Australia Network, In 
this special edition, Jim Middleton and Bev O'Connor will bring you 
coverage of the Indonesian Elections; 1330 Rear Vision, 1400 Late 
Night Live’* WRONG! And many other programs we know are now defunct. 
Come on (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1735, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Listening in now (1415 GMT/UTC) on 12065 kHz. and via the internet, 
the scheduled program (up to now) "Late Night Live" is missing with 
alternative rock music from Triple J taking its place at this time. On 
the RA web page, there is a notice stating: 


"Schedule update --- We are in the process of updating our radio 
schedule. Weire introducing some new shows and some existing ones have 
moved to new time slots. Please stay tuned, weill be publishing the 
full new schedule soon." 


LNL is a Radio National-sourced program, so I gather this means it's 


either being moved to a new time slot or (hopefully not) dropped 
altogether. No doubt a bit of confusion wrought by the thoroughly 
precipitous manner in which the ABC has had to adjust to the 
government budget cut that prompted that all this, a budget cut the

LISTENING DIGEST) 


9580, Aug 20 at 1258, hosts of ‘The World’ are signing off for the 
last time as the program is canceled (the TV news which used to be an 
hour at 1230-1330); YL says she will remain with ABC, anyway. Then 
lots of heavy promos, 1300 cut to ABC news theme and news. 1305 promo 
for ‘Science Now’, Saturday at 12 [noon?] on RN. 1306 open ‘The Daily 
Planet’, which is really a world-music show, not a newspaper of the 
air, also from ABCRN, focusing to start on a Canadian pianist; 1341 
outro a Ukrainian medley on native instruments. 


The RA schedule displayed here is still out of date, claiming ‘The 
World’ is still on at 1230-1330 covering Indonesian elexions!

It shows ‘The Daily Planet’ at 10-11 UT, described as ‘‘a music 
program focused on interesting ideas, thoughtful responses, informed

Oceans’*. Could that be a pseudonym? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 
1735, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


It should also be noted that at certain times what you hear on the 
stream and what is broadcast are different. Grandstand is an example 
of this. The Triple J relay is just while there is some work being 
done. It's not going to be regular. Mind you. If there is good 
response in the Pacific for it I could see keeping it. The Triple J

@Cu-les son los privilegios que Ibero 90.9 ha recibido y que no han 
tenido otras emisoras universitarias? 


Sin considerar a Radio UNAM décuya historia se cuece aparte 6, las 
emisoras universitarias que operan en el DF no tienen una potencia 6 y 
por lo tanto una cobertura 6 similar a la de Ibero 90.9. El 
PolitEcnico en Radio, XHUPC FM, que transmite en los 95.7 MHz desde 
1987 sigue transmitiendo con 100 watts. 


Radio UAM, emisora de la Universidad AutUnoma Metropolitana (94.1 de 
FM), que transmite desde marzo de 2011, no solo tiene autorizada una 
potencia Infima (°apenas 20 watts!), sino una peculiaridad tEcnica que 
parece injustificable. El gobierno decidiU que difundiera con cinco 
transmisores de baja potencia ubicados, cada uno, en los diferentes 
campus de la UAM. gPor quE no se autorizU un solo transmisor con una 
potencia adecuada que permitiera a la UAM cubrir toda la ciudad? La 
UAM hizo esa peticiUn, pero no se la concedieron. 


Radio UAM es, de acuerdo a la norma tEcnica mexicana, una estaciUn 
clase D: 20 watts de potencia como m-ximo y altura de antena de 30 
metros. 


Peculiar iigualdadi 
Otro ejemplo: a la Universidad An-huac no le fue otorgada una 


frecuencia de FM, sino una de AM en los 1670 Khz, ubicaciUn que 
corresponde a la iampliaciUn de la banda de AMi que la UniUn 


Internacional de Telecomunicaciones decretU en el primer lustro de los 
90 del siglo pasado y donde existe una recepciUn deficiente (la banda 
de AM, originalmente de 535 a 1605 Khz, se prolongU a 1705). 
Actualmente a casi nadie le interesa tener una emisora en tal segmento 
de AM. 


Con la entrada en vigor de la Ley Federal de Telecomunicaciones y 
RadiodifusiUn, Ibero 90.9, al igual que todas las radiodifusoras 
operadas por universidades p’blicas, dejar: de ser permisionada y 
pasar: a la condiciUn de concesiUnpara uso social, categoria a la cual 
pertenecer-n tambiEn las emisoras comunitarias e indigenas. Compartir: 
con ellas la definiciUn legal, pero solo eso. 


Trato desigual 


Y tampoco compartir: el trato discriminatorio que la nueva ley daa 
las emisoras de universidades p’blicas, a las que decidiU iamarrari

MEXICAN MULTICASTING 


Multicasting is making its slow way through the country. Stations need 
to get IFT approval to start it (and Televisa would have to pay the 
IFT to do it), so we haven't seen many. Azteca's been putting Proyecto 
40 on the DTs of its big-city Azteca 13 stations, OPMA's an all- 
multicast network (except for the partially built but new-on-airx 
Aguascalientes station), and some of the state networks have shown 
interest (like XHCDM Mexico City). Of course, XETV doubles as a Canal 
5 relayer this way too. 


Add another state network to the list: Jalisco. XHGJG Guadalajara will 
carry four digital subchannels focusing on news, culture, the Congress 
and the judicial system of the state of Jalisco starting in late 
November. What's odd is that the station (analog 7, listed as DT 40) 
is branding the channels as 25.x (!?!?). This is unusual because the 
only RF 25 in the state of Jalisco is Azteca 13 Puerto Vallarta (XHGJ- 
TDT). If you want to be further confused someone else saw them on DT 
A7 (!!). Is their DT 25, 40 or 47? This makes no sense whatsoever

The future of Radio Paradise is at risk and the new owner is pleading 
with the Honorable Mr. Mark Brantley [leader of opposition in St Kitts 
and Nevis parliament] to help him save the station from destruction.

He wanted to make sure that Radio Paradise 
stayed on the air declaring the Gospel of the Kingdom,i said the 
Florida pastor. iI was honored to be chosen by Dr. Crouch to receive 
stewardship of Radio Paradise before he went home with the Lord,i said 
Pastor Wiles. iI am determined to fulfill my pledge to Dr. Crouch 
before his death that Radio Paradise will continue broadcasting the 
Gospel to the whole Caribbean region.i 


Pastor Wiles said his joy quickly turned to dismay when he first 
traveled to St. Kitts and Nevis in April 2013 to take possession of 
Radio Paradise. Upon going to Radio Paradiseis headquarters in Nevis, 
he was met at the door by TBNis outgoing manager fA Andre Gilbert. 
Pastor Wiles described Mr. Gilbert as defiant, argumentative, and 
confrontational. Mr. Gilbert stubbornly refused to recognize TBNis 
transfer of Radio Paradise to Flowing Streams Church. 


iMr. Gilbert called the Nevis Police Department and tried to have our 
church delegation arrested for trespassing on the Radio Paradise 
property,i said Pastor Wiles.

Mr. Gilbert refused to allow us to take 
possession of it. He also blocked us from accessing the radio 
stationis financial records. He lied by saying there were no financial 
records inside the building. Mr. Gilbert definitely did not want us to 
have access to those files,i said Pastor Wiles. 


Pastor Wiles alleged that Andre Gilbert has deliberately misled people 
in St. Kitts and Nevis for 15 months into thinking he is still the 
General Manger of Radio Paradise and legal agent for Trinity 
Broadcasting Network of Nevis. iI was informed by TBN officials in 
mid-2013 that Mr. Gilbert had been terminated as an employee. Instead 
of departing the station, Mr. Gilbert continued to maintain control of 
the TBN facility in Nevis and to act as its legal agent. He has 
deceived many people into thinking he still is in control of Radio 
Paradise and the TBN property in Nevis,i stated Pastor Wiles. 


According to Pastor Wiles, a TBN corporate vice president accompanied 
him to Nevis last March to take seize control of the building in 
Nevis. iWe had to get a locksmith to change the locks on the building 
because Mr. Gilbert was illegally occupying the building and 
property,i said Pastor Wiles. iWhile the TBN vice president and I were 
in the building, Mr. Gilbert arrived with police officers. It was a 


very tense situation. I felt threatened by his presence.i 


All of Radio Paradiseis broadcasting equipment and office furniture 
was transported by truck and ferry to St. Kitts where it is in 
storage. 


According to Pastor Wiles, Mr. Gilbert has waged a deceitful and 
underhanded campaign for 15 months to block his church from possessing 
and operating Radio Paradise. iMr. Gilbertis antics has caused our 
church to waste tens of thousands of dollars flying our 
representatives to St. Kitts and Nevis over and over attempting to 
dislodge Radio Paradise from his grip. He is not the owner. He is 
acting fraudulently as the legal agent.

The future of the BBC is being debated as part of the Scottish 
independence referendum. An independence "Yes" vote would break up the 
BBC with "devastating" consequences for Scottish broadcasting, pro- 
Union figures have claimed. The prediction was made by shadow Scottish 
secretary Margaret Curran and former BBC director general Lord Birt. 


The Scottish government's independence White Paper says a new public 
service broadcaster, the Scottish Broadcasting Service, would be set 
up. It adds that Scotland would have "ongoing access to BBC services". 


But Ms Curran said in a speech in Glasgow that a vote for independence 
would have a "devastating impact" on the BBC for people north of the 
border. Separately, Lord Birt wrote in The Guardian that a "Yes" vote 
would bring "consequences" for broadcasting in Scotland and the BBC as 
a whole. 


What are the issues around broadcasting? 


BBC Scotland correspondent Jamie McIvor looks at the future of 
broadcasting if there were to be an independent Scotland. He writes 
that the Scottish government says viewers would still be able to watch 
programmes like EastEnders and Doctor Who. "No" campaigners argue that 
Scots would receive a poorer service if independence was voted for on 
18 September.

In her speech Ms Curran said: "Alex Salmond says that independence 
will bring new powers over broadcasting to the Scottish Parliament. 
"But the first - and only - way he proposes using these powers is to 
get rid of an organisation that has the support of the people of 
Scotland and has served Scotland well for nine decades. 


Margaret Curran believes a "Yes" vote would lead to a poorer 
broadcasting service 


"This would have a devastating impact, not just on people across the 
country who want to keep BBC content, but the thousands of people 
whose companies rely on the BBC for work." 


However, Blair Jenkins, the chief executive of the pro-independence 
campaign Yes Scotland and a former head of news and current affairs at 
BBC Scotland, accused Ms Curran of misrepresenting the "exciting 
future for broadcasting and the wider creative industries in an 


independent Scotland". 


He said: "BBC programmes and services will continue to be available to 
audiences in Scotland as they are to audiences in Ireland and other 
European countries. To suggest otherwise is the classic Project Fear 
approach - ignore the evidence from elsewhere and dream up dismal 
predictions." 


Blair Jenkins, a former head of BBC Scotland news, says there is an 
"exciting future" for broadcasting in an independent Scotland 


Lord Birt, a former director general of the BBC, expressed concerns 
about broadcasting if there is a Yes vote in the referendum 

He added: "After independence, the television licence fee income 
raised in Scotland will stay in Scotland. That means many more 
programmes and many more jobs. 


"The new Scottish Broadcasting Service will work very closely with the 
BBC on jointly commissioning programmes and sharing resources where 
appropriate. For Scottish viewers and listeners, it really will be the 
best of both worlds." 


'Many consequences' 


Ms Curran's speech comes the day after former BBC director general 
Lord Birt wrote in The Guardian that "one way or another, after 
independence, Scottish viewers would have to pay to receive BBC 
services". 


Under a headline reading: "Scottish independence would have a 
devastating impact on the BBC", Lord Birt said: "There would be many 
consequences if Scotland were to become independent but let us be 
clear what they would be for the BBC, and for broadcasting in Scotland 
and in the rest of the UK." 


He went on to say: "Those who will vote for independence identify and 
expect many gains. But many of the advantages that the most creative 
and inspiring talents in Scotland have enjoyed for 300 years - of 
making a massive impact on a big stage to global acclaim - will be

REE. In Thursday's edition of "Listener's Club" (heard Friday 15 
August at 0000 UT on 6055 kHz) more details were given of impending 
changes at REE by Alison Hughes and Justin Coe. In summary, this is 
what they said: 


From Sept 1st, REE will eliminate their live news broadcast and will 
present a 1-hour recorded programme which will be broadcast on TVE 
televsion at 1 am [presume local time, i.e. 0000 UT] Monday to 
Saturday. The shortwave service [to Europe/Africa at 1900 Monday to 
Friday and 2100 Saturday and Sunday] will be discontinued from 1st 
September. The shortwave broadcast at 0000 UT to North America will 
continue until 1 October when it is likely that the shortwave service 
will be terminated. 


No mention was made of impact to Spanish language programming. Details 
were unclear, but it may be that the 1-hour recorded programme will 
remain available via the REE website as a daily podcast (I guess 
following the example of stations such as Radio Bulgaria - which 
prepares a daily "podcast" of features and current affairs, but has no 
daily news bulletins).

From September (no date given), the only remaining transmission in 
French will be at 0000-0100 (so ex 2300-00007). French to Africa, the 
Middle-East and Europe will be cancelled.

Hi Glenn, I spoke with Justin Coe this afternoon (Wednesday, August 
20) and he explained that the situation is "really all up in the air" 
but "it doesn't look good" for REE. Unfortunately, he confirmed that 
the plan is for REE to stop transmitting all together on shortwave 
sometime before the end of 2015. The English service, along with other 
transmissions, may well continue on the internet, satellite, TDT 
(terrestrial radio channels heard in Spain through television in the 
wee hours in the morning), etc., but that hasn't been officially 
confirmed. 


It will be up to him and Alison Hughes to fill a one-hour time slot 
and they will probably focus on mainly inviting panel guests, such as 
journalists, musicians, economists, etc., instead of producing daily 
features and content because they are short staffed. (Frank's contract 
was not renewed earlier this year and he was retired but he may be 
doing some freelance for the Spanish service in the future.) 


The new bosses at Radio Exterior take over in the first part of 
September but they are not talking to the outgoing bosses about their 
plans, which has angered just about everybody at La Casa de la Radio. 
Justin said that this wasn't the best time to get a public campaign 
going among the embassies, unions and listeners because everyone is 
still out for the August vacation period. He lamented that listeners 
in Latin America and Asia, who normally don't have easy access to the 
internet and rely on shortwave, are going to miss out. 


As to the Spanish service, Radio Exterior will no longer produce their 
own newscasts and will instead rebroadcast RNE's domestic newscasts. 
The problem with that, according to Justin, is that those newscasts 
are geared to Spaniards who are familiar with the ongoing 
controversies and politicians in their country, and may not mean 
anything to the casual listener abroad. 


Since the conservative government of Mariano Rajoy came to office, 
Radio Nacional's audience has dwindled throughout Spain. A general 
media survey (EGM) released in April showed that RNE lost some 227,000 
listeners since the last poll taken in 2012. RNE is ranked behind 
Cadena SER (which is owned by PRISA, publisher of El Pals) and the 
ultra conservative radio network, COPE, owned by the Catholic Church 
but it is non-religious. 


The opposition Socialists have charged that Radio Nacional's newscasts 
are slanted as well as the nightly television newscast on TVE 1, which 
has also dropped in the ratings. The Socialist government, under past 
Prime Minister JosE Luis Rodriguez Zapatero, had made it clear that 
there was to be no interference with the newscasts and content at the 
public broadcaster. But that has all changed. I wish I had better news 
for you.

An OAP [old-age-pensioner?] cancer survivor has been prosecuted for 
setting up a radio station to support fellow sufferers. Brian Barfoot, 
70, of St David's Way, Wickford, appeared at Basildon Magistrates 
Court last Friday, August 8, to admit broadcasting from a pirate radio 
station. He insisted he had only created the station to offer advice 
and support for men with cancer, claiming there was a bias in the 
media towards women's charities. He said complicated registration 
processes had deterred him from seeking a radio licence. He pleaded 
guilty to one charge of establishing or using a wireless telegraphy 
station without a licence and one charge of being in charge of a 
premises and knowingly failing to prevent its use for unlawful 
broadcasting. He ran the station fA named in court documents as Monster 


House Radio fh from a unit in Russell Court, Wickford. 


He was ordered to pay £250 in fines, £500 in prosecution costs and a 
£20 victim surcharge. Speaking after his court appearance, he told how 
he had been 'raided' over the offences and had all his equipment 
seized. He said: iHeavy-handed isn't the word.i Magistrates ordered 
all his radio equipment be forfeited and destroyed as part of his 
punishment. Mr Barfoot said: iIt's an absolutely, 100 per cent stupid 
prosecution. There are pirate radio stations out there that have been 
going on for 10 or 11 years, but they pick on me? Come on. iThere is 
no way any small, self-sufficient radio station can apply for a 
licence. You have to fill out about 67 pages of forms.i Speaking of 
his decision to set up the station, he said: iThere is nothing out 
there that helps the male species who have cancer. I was giving 
awareness. That was what it was for.i (via Mike Terry, Aug 14, BDXC-UK

DECLINING IMPACT,' COMMITTEE CONCLUDES

The Broadcasting Board of Governors (BBG) Special Committee on the 
Future of Shortwave Broadcasting foresees a dim outlook for the 
medium. The Committee this month released its assessment 
http://www. bbg. gov/wp-content/media/ 

of the current and projected use of shortwave radio as a platform for 
programming by US international media. 


"United States international media must optimize delivery by 
audience/market," one main finding concluded. "While there is still a 
critical need for shortwave in key countries, it is a medium of 
marginal and continuously declining impact in most markets." The 


report said that even in countries where shortwave radio will enjoys 
significant usage levels, "audiences will migrate to other platforms 
as they become more accessible." 


Among other things, the Committee reviewed audience-based research, 
including analysis of user experiences and user choices, as well as 
opportunities and limits of the medium. It also examined "the 
characteristics and listening experience of shortwave users in the 
BBG's target markets, the use of shortwave radio by the BBG's 
networks, the networks' relative success in reaching their target 
audiences through shortwave, and the costs of operating the BBG's 
shortwave transmitting facilities." 


The panel recommended that the Broadcasting Board of Governors take 
"an aggressive approach to reduce or eliminate shortwave broadcasts 
where there is either minimal audience reach or the audience is not a 
target audience based on the BBG's support of US foreign policy." 


The report said that its evidence suggested that declining use of 
shortwave radio is primarily due to the availability of high-quality 
content on "preferred platforms" such as AM and FM radio, podcasts, 
and mobile streaming, which are more widely used for audio 
consumption. 


The committee found that shortwave use does not increase during times 
of crisis. "Audiences continue to use their existing platforms (TV, 
FM, and the Internet) or seek out anti-censorship tools, including 
online firewall circumvention, private chat software, flash drives, 
and DVDs to access content," the report said. 


The report also said that shortwave radio was "a relatively expensive 
platform to operate and maintain" and that digital shortwave radio 
(i.e., Digital Radio Mondiale or DRM) "is unlikely to become an 
established mass media distribution methodology in enough of the BBG's 
current or future markets to justify the costs." 


The committee said it largely supports the reductions in shortwave 
radio broadcasts previously approved by the Board. Those include 
recent cutbacks

in a number of Voice of America, Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty, and 
Radio Free Asia broadcasts. But, the committee added that given the 
current situation in Ukraine and nearby states with significant 
Russian-speaking populations, it recommended that the BBG revise its 
fiscal year 2014 operating plan to ensure that "shortwave broadcasts 
in Russian to Russia and the Caucasus be continued at current levels, 
subject to re-evaluation during FY16 budget formulation processes."

In other words, it's expensive. It mentioned expense in one way or 
another on almost every page. Everything else is window dressing 
deployed to underline that it's not worth the expense. Nonetheless, 
even though it's as expensive and ineffective as we say, we're going 
to leave it on to the Ukraine and Russia. 


If you (and your fellow broadcasters) systematically close and 
dismantle transmitter facilities and end language services, the 
conclusion that it's "of marginal and declining impact" becomes a 
self-fulfilling prophecy. 


Of course, new media and other platforms impact shortwave audience use 
and size. It's illogical on its face to argue otherwise. However, it's 
quite another thing to leap to the conclusion that the presence of 
other platforms in and of themselves consigns shortwave to the status 
of effectiveness of morse code as a communications mode. If everyone - 
even in deep crisis situations as the BBG report asserts - has tossed 
aside their shortwave radios, then why not shut down Russian and 
Ukrainian and be done with it? 


The report is a transparent polemic, not a well researched policy 
document. It may be designed to appear like the latter, but as with 
many government "studies", the conclusion was determined first and 
arguments were marshaled in its defense. Facts that contradicted that 
conclusion were either ignored, minimized or re-characterized as 
evidence to support it. 


If you've already concluded that it's too expensive, you damn well 
better do everything you can to show that it's not because you're too

The Broadcasting Board of Governors, which oversees the Voice of 


America and other such services, has issued a report on short wave 
radio. Bottom line: it isnit looking great for the BBGis commitment to 
the service. From the report: 


iThe BBG must use shortwave where it is most effective. In the past, 
shortwave audiences were larger with greater dependency on the 
platform. However, many shortwave consumers today do not use the 
medium exclusively. As other platforms, such as FM, television, and 
the Internet, become available, shortwave users demonstrably migrate 
quickly to these newly preferred mediums. Today, the audiences are 
waning and the BBG is faced with diminishing returns in a more 
restrictive budget environment.i 


Bennett Z. Kobb among others has noted that the report does not 
mention the VOA Radiogram project, which is perfecting the art of 
using short wave to send texts across the world. Weive been following 
Radiogram here for a while, and I hope that the BBG/Voice of America 
continues to support it. Much VOA activity is about dispensing the USA 
foreign policy line around the globe, whatever that happens to be the 
moment. But supporting Radiogram sends a clearer message: 6Here is a 
text based technology that you, whoever you are, wherever you are, can 
use to circumvent dictators, or to get around weather disasters or 
other impediments to communication. By continuing to fund Radiogram, 
we support the promulgation of as many platforms as are necessary to 
maintain transparency, communication, and freedom in all contexts 
around the world.i 


Speaking personally, I think itis a more enduring message than this 
weekis official line on Ukraine. 


Kobb and librarian Christopher Rumbaugh have filed their own joint 
statement with the BBG. Hereis an excerpt: 


BBG should: 


1. Capitalize on Radiogram as a circumvention tool, readily consumable 
by mobile devices. It should integrate Radiogram into its media 
strategy and networks. 


2. Retain, but reconfigure as necessary its HF [shortwave band] 
facilities in view of the potentially lower costs and greater 
efficiency of Radiogram when compared to conventional sound 
broadcasting. 


3. Support the development and wide distribution of simple, usable, 
open-source Radiogram decoding applications for popular mobile devices 
and platforms (Android, iOS, Windows, Mac, Linux), derived from the 
free Fldigi software used worldwide

No, it wasn't local to 
any specific community, but it *xwas*x live, it had lots of personality, 
and it just may have helped some younger ears to discover AM radio in 
a way that no other format out there was doing.

WQEW will sell for somewhere around $12-15 million (which is less than 
half what Disney paid for it after the Times decided standards wasn't 
going to remain profitable enough for them to keep it going.) 


Unless you have that much in your bank account, you need to go to a 
lender to get it. Even at low interest rates right now, on a 10 year 
loan (which is typical in radio), you're looking at about $150,000 a 
month just to service the debt. Plus something like $15,000-20,000 a 
month to power the transmitter. Plus taxes on the big piece of land in 
NYC where those towers sit. You're getting close to $200,000 a *monthx 
that you have to take in just to put a carrier on the air. 


Then you need to build a studio from scratch, pay NYC rent on it, hire 
an airstaff, hire a sales staff...and oh yeah, invest in promoting a 
frequency that most of the market long ago forgot about. 


Bottom line, based on some of the very experienced broadcast owners 
with whom I've been kicking this around, is that you need more than 
$300,000 in ad revenue every month just to even think about making a 
WOEW work as a traditional broadcaster. That's over $3 million in 
revenue a year. There are some full-market *FM*x signals in New York 
that aren't billing that much right now. 


It's nice to dream; but when you start putting numbers ona 
spreadsheet is when it starts to get really interesting. s (Scott

Jonathan Schwartz, who was one of the key players in the old WQEW, has 


several weekend shows that air on WNYC public radio. It's been 
suggested that WNYC might be a potential buyer of 1560 to install a 
full-time standards outlet there as a listener-supported station. I 
suspect that even for that, the demographics are simply too old now to 
make it worthwhile. 


And to clarify an earlier post: just because the numbers don't add up 
to do oldies or standards or classical on a station like WQEW doesn't 
mean it isn't worth $12 million to someone else. If you need $200,000 
a month to cover debt service, power bills and maintenance of the 
transmitter site, you can charge $300 an hour to lease out your 
airtime and still turn a handsome profit for yourself. And it's not 
hard to get $300 an hour from program providers wanting to reach niche 
ethnic audiences, or from preachers looking to be heard in New York 
City and beyond. Which is to say - there's a pretty good reason why 
the upper reaches of the AM dial sound the way they do in big cities. 
It's where the money is. s (Scott Fybush, NRC-AM via DXLD) 


Scott, With a cost that high, it would be hard to make any AM 
profitable in a market like NYC. I wonder if the future for radio will 
be streaming? The cost of do business is outweighing any amount of ad 
money available (Pat Martin, ibid.) 


Streaming is not without its costs, especially for a mass audience. 


There hasn't been much written about the fact that Disney is xkeepingx 
one of their AM stations (in LA) to save on streaming rights fees. 
Pandora Internet Radio is trying to acquire an FM station in South 
Dakota, for the same stated reason. 


(there is obviously something I don't understand about how streaming 
rights fees work for stations with an OTA presence. Pandora could not 
possibly simulcast every format they offer over OTA stations, even if 
they were able to acquire every broadcast station on Earth:)!) 


(also, why LA? One might think it would be less expensive to keep an 
AM somewhere in "flyover" territory?) 


Today, it's not unusual for an AM station to operate for the sole 
purpose of serving as "primary" for a FM translator. The owners don't 
actually expect anyone to listen to the AM. One wonders whether we'll 
be seeing more AMs operated solely to reduce the owners' streaming 
rights fees? == (Doug Smith W9WI, Pleasant View, TN EM66, NRC-AM via 
DXLD) 


I could see WQEW going latin, that seems to be an up and coming market 
especially hear in the NE (Bob Young, Millbury, MA, KB1OKL, ibid.) 


There is a lot of Spanish language programming everywhere on radio 
these days. Even in markets I never figured had a lot of Spanish 
speaking people, so Spanish may be viable for WQEW. Aren't there 
several other Spanish stations in the NYC market already? (Patrick 
Martin, Seaside OR, KGED QSL Manager, ibid.) 


There are, but I don't think there's a 50 kW Spanish AM anywhere here 
in the NE, at least none that I can think of (Bob Young, Millbury, MA, 
ibid.) 


There are 3 FM stations in the NY metro area broadcasting in Spanish. 
On AM, WEPN at 1050 runs Los Deportes. While 1280 WADO is talk. 


There may be room for another Spanish station but I'll bet who ever 
buys WQEW will do brokered programming. From a pure business point of 
view I think that's the way to go for anyone who wants to fork over 
the mega $$$s even for a top of band AM signal with a directional 
pattern even with their 50 kilowatts (Dave Marthouse, ibid.)

Thatis the gist of an on-going pirate case. The commission has now 
upheld a $15,000 fine for Walter Olenick and M. Rae Nadler-Olenick for 
operating a pirate station in Austin, Texas. After the Enforcement 
Bureau proposed the penalty in June, the Olenicks appealed. 


Today, the Enforcement Bureau said in its decision their appeal raised 
no new arguments and relied on assertions that had been rejected 
before. 


The Olenicks operated an unlicensed station on 90.1 MHz, according to 
the bureau. In 2013, agents traced the unauthorized signal to their 
apartment building, and found an antenna mounted on an approximately 
50-foot tower attached to the building. A coaxial cable ran from the 
antenna to a utility or maintenance room, according to the agency. 


The Olenicks didnit deny they operated the pirate station, and 
admitted they owned the tower. However, they asserted ithey are not 
subject to the jurisdictioni of the agency, according to the 
commission account. 


The Enforcement Bureau has now disagreed with that claim twice and 
Deputy Bureau Chief William Davenport says in his decision the 
Olenicks must pay within 30 days or risk the case being turned over to 
the Justice Department for collection (via Mike Terry, dxldyg via

There is no FM service currently operating on Pitcairn Island. From an 
email I had with an islander just today in fact. There had been 2 FM 
stations running but the quality wasn't good and the folks there are 
busy with other stuff so there's no one to look after it or take care 
of it. I remember reading about it in a Pitcairn Island newspaper back 
in 2011 or 2012; so it hasn't been silent too long. 


Canton Island/Kiribati on 1386 or whatever it was has been silent for 
ages. Don't know if that was on the list (Paul Walker, CA, ibid.) 


Phoenix Islands is now part of Kiribati. For now I'm only tracking MW 
from radio countries of today, not countries that no longer exist. I 
wanted to limit the list to countries that a DXer would be able to 
receive today if active. Like East Germany (now Germany), Newfoundland 
(now part of Canada), and Palestine (prior to the 1948 partition), the 
Phoenix Islands no longer exist as a separate radio country. Kiribati 
is still listed as active at 1440 kHz with 10 kW. Thanks for the info 
about Pitcairn Islands FM service. I'll delete the FM info (Contin, 
ibid.) 


Radio Kiribati is definitely active on 1440. I have airchecks of the 
station I got directly from the station. Their 1 hour a day English 
service is wonderful to hear (Paul Walker, ibid.) 


Ah, OK; I mentioned 1385 since that (a bit before our time) was heard 
by some DXers with good equipment even in eastern N.Am. 73 (KAZ MWDX 
YG via DXLD) 


I made a note of Phoenix Islands and will include it in the list 
if/when Kiribati leaves MW. There are many countries that are on the 
verge of becoming inactive with only one MW station remaining in each. 
I may compile an ancillary list of one-station countries next.

It's an excellent resource for current and past radio countries, 
including dates when countries were created and dissolved (Bruce 
Conti, ibid.)

Karl, KIWP-DT 2 Wilmington/Philadelphia has been running promo loops 
for Grit TV on 2-2 and Escape TV on 2-3 for about 2 weeks. On Monday 
night we noticed a John Wayne movie on 2-2 (Bob Seaman Hazleton, PA, 
ibid.) 


Thanks for the information, Bob. I have seen KJWP-2 couple of times 
now and avoid any possible confusion if 2.2 or 2.3 pop up. PSIP has 
correct call letters on channel 2.1 but maybe not on the other two.

Noticed here on Cape Cod that local WLNE Providence running Grit on 


6-2 and Escape on 6-3 (Roy Barstow, Falmouth MA, ibid.) 
DIGITAL TV - VIRTUAL AND REAL CHANNELS 
Hereis a question that Tim sure is old hat from years ago: 


If you live a few miles from a virtual Channel 3 (really on UHF), and 
you scan or directly enter Channel 3 on your TV or converter in hopes 
of picking up a real digital Channel 3 via tropo or skip, will the 
local virtual 3 prevent your receiver from even looking for the 
distant real one? (Rich McVicar, NY, Aug 19, WTFDA gg via DXLD) 


Most sets would prevent it on a direct entry, IF its stored in the 
memory/channel list. On a scan, most sets would read ALL RF 
frequencies and not have trouble looking for RF 3. Regarding direct 
entry, IF you disconnect antenna and do a NEW scan so all channels are 
wiped from memory, then reconnect the antenna, you should be able to 
do a direct entry of any channel without a remap issue from any UHF 
channel (until a channel gets added back to memory/channel list). 

(Jim Thomas, Springfield, Missouri, ibid.) 


That's been my experience and the main reason why I DX using the 
Zenith box where I can tune by RF. Using the Zenith box I can get 
KWCH-19 from Wichita. Their virtual channel is 12. I can also get 
KCPT-18 from Kansas City on the Zenith box. If I try to watch KWCH on 
one of the Sony HD sets, I get local KQSA-12 on channel 12. If I try 
to get KWCH on channel 19 I end up with KCPT. Can't get KWCH on those 
sets by going to channel 12 or 19 (Dave Pomeroy, Topeka, Kansas, 
ibid.) 


More evidence of the absolute folly of the *‘virtual channel’* scheme 
(Glenn Hauser, DXLD) 


Rich, My personal experience with STBs and HDTV tuners since 2001 is 
that some will find another ch. 3 while others will not and I agree 
with most of Jim's comments, too. If the first channel 3, especially 
if it is the virtual channel number, is stored/saved in the set (or 
"Favorites") it most likely will not search for another channel 3, 
even an RF ch. 3. It seems that virtually EVERY DTV tuner/receiver 
works in a different way. 


A number of years ago when several of us DTV DXers were using the RCA 
STB (ATSC11) it would NOT let you manually look for another station if 
either the RF or virtual channel number had already decoded and was 
automatically logged in to the STB. But a very quick rescan, like 1-2 
seconds long, would totally wipe out all channels and then you were 
good to go looking for more DX via manual RF channels. 


On the other hand, I've seen some tuners that will override a previous 
channel number (RF and/or virtual) as soon as the signal is strong 
enough to decode. I've watched an interesting switch with the 
Insignia/Zenith boxes. In my area, WXYZ, Detroit and WHIO, Dayton 
share the exact same RF and virtual channel numbers: 41/7. I've 
watched the on-screen readout as I've rotated the antenna switching 
from WXYZ to WHIO or WHIO to WXYZ. If I remember correctly, the 
receiver will store both of the stations, too. I hope all of this made 
some sense (Steve Rich, Indianapolis, WTFDA via DXLD) 


I've got several different tuners - Sony TV, Panasonic TV, Insignia 
converter box, Dish DTV Pal converter box, HomeRun HD dual receivers, 
portable Axion TV and FusionHDTV USB receiver - and every one of them 
works differently. 


As Dave Pomeroy said, the Zenith / Insignia converter box (same unit, 
different case) is best for DX. Not only can you tune to each channel 
manually, but the receiver is the most sensitive and is able to pull 
signals through multipath that the others cannot. With this box you 
can save RF channel 3 as well as virtual channel 3, and both will be 
available when tuning. 


I find the Sony TV tuner to be good in that it will save the RF 
channel if it finds another station saved on the virtual channel. For 
example, we have KO3HY, a local low power station on channel 3, and 
KCRA 3, from Sacramento, which is on RF 35. The Sony will save KO3HY 
as 3.1, 3.2, etc. and KCRA as 35.1 and 35.2. 


The Panasonic TV has a very good receiver, but whenever you scan it 
wipes out your old channel list and makes a new one. There's no way to 
add channels to an existing list. That doesn't work well when you have 
stations in several different directions. 


The Dish DTV Pal will only scan channels where it hasn't saved a 
channel. If it knows about an RF channel or virtual channel, it skips 
it when scanning, so it's first come, first listed in this case. The 
higher numbered channels have much less of a chance of being scanned. 


The HomeRun HD will tune to every RF channel and give you a read out 
of the virtual channel along with signal strength and quality, and you 
can set up a Cron file to have the config_gui scan at whatever 
interval you want and save the read out as a file. See 

http://www. larrykenney.com/channellistmstr.txt 

The only problem with the HR HD is that the receivers aren't as 
sensitive as they could be. 


The Axion TV lets you add new channels to the list, but if it finds 
something already listed for a channel number it won't add a second 


station with the same number, either RF or virtual. 


Finally, the USB receiver allows you to manually add channels, but you 
can only add the RF channel number with no sub-channel, so it will 
only give you the -1 sub-channel. 


Every tuner seems to work differently. There are no standards (Larry 
Kenney, San Francisco, ibid.) 


Jim Dave, Steve, Larry -- thanks very much for your info! I've been 
using one of those Digital Stream converters that were issued at the 
change-over. Looks like I can do better, so I'll see if I can get 
myself a Zenith. Is it the Zenith DTT901? How is the analog pass- 
through? Is there any attenuation? (Rich McVicar, NY, ibid.) 


Rich, FWIW, here's the link to a fairly recent discussion about some 

of the differences between the Insignia and Zenith CECBs, the models 

without analog pass-through and those with pass-through. Some of us 

found better DX results without pass-through while some found better 

results with pass-through. There are so many slight variables even 

among the Insignia/Zenith units plus the many possible variables that 

enter in at various reception locations.

Regarding the Digital Stream you've been using, on occasion I've found 
that my Digital Stream units have outperformed my Zenith/Insignia 
units on VHF channels, but virtually never with UHF channels. But I've 
also seen a very frustrating issue with the Digital Streams from time 
to time. And that is the DS would decode a weak station but NOT 
display any PSIP station information! (Steve Rich, Indianapolis, IN, 
ibid.) 


Richard, As others have mentioned the Zenith & Insignia converter 
boxes allow you to manually tune through the RF channels. The Accurian 
(Radio Shack) box will tune by RF channel, but you have to go into the 
Menu to do that. The Accurian box will store additional channel that 
use the same virtual channel. Similar to the Zenith & Insignia models, 
stations using the same virtual channel are stored starting with the 
lowest RF channel going up to the higher RF channel. We also have a 
Panasonic flat screen that will only allow you to access the RF 
channel by going into the Menu. You have to manually add the RF 
channels (that are not being used by the virtual channels) into the 
channel "list" that you have available by using the "Channel up and 
down" selector buttons. 


The Panasonic had programmed WMAR DT-38 (2-1 and 2-2 virtual) when 
there was trop enhancement. When I wanted to tune to the new KJWP DT-2 
Wilmington/Philadelphia, I had to go into the Menu to add RF channel 2 


manually to get the new KJWP DT-2 to appear and go into the listed 
channels. Since that time I have added most of the unused channels on 
the Panasonic to check for any signals on those channels (Bob Seaman 
Hazleton, PA, ibid.) 


DTV STATIONS WITH **NO SIGNAL** --- WYBE Philadelphia "No Signal" 


WYBE-35 Philadelphia has been showing "No Signal" and not decoding, 
despite adequate signal strength this morning. This not only on 
Insignia STB, but also two TV's (Chris Lucas - Poughkeepsie, NY - 
FN31bs, Insignia NS-DXA1-APT DTV Converter, Antennas Direct 91-XG UHF 
antenna @ 25', w/ CPA19 pre-amp, Aug 19, WTFDA gg via DXLD) 


Chris, This happens quite often with local WIIH-LD 8. Sometimes it 
stays that way for days or weeks at a time. It was that way yesterday 
but today it is decoding on all receivers. When it does go out, the 
only two tuners that WILL decode the station are my two Sony HDTVs. A 
Toshiba HDTV, LG HDTV, HomeRun HDHR-US tuners for autoscan setup, 
along with Insignia/Zenith, Digital Stream and Magnavox boxes will not 
decode the station when it is in this condition (Steve Rich, 
Indianapolis, IN , ibid.) 


Weird. I was going to suggest the studio-transmitter link had died & 
the station was broadcasting an empty datastream -- but in that case 
it wouldn't decode on xanythingx. == (Doug Smith W9WI, Pleasant View, 
TN EM66, ibid.)

There is absolutely still skywave protection (under international 
treaty, no less) for stations designated as "class A." This class 
encompasses the old class I-A clears (the "big 25" that at one time 
had their channels almost completely to themselves at night - 640, 
650, 660, etc.) and the class I-B clears (the station pairs like 
WTIC/KRLD 1080, WBT/KFAB 1110 or KFAQ/WWVA 1170) that protected only 
each other and nothing else. 


"Class A" does not include stations that were in the old II-A class, 
such as the stations dropped in out west on the old I-A channels in 
the 1970s. Those stations are now considered "class B" and their 
skywave signals are indeed not protected from interference. Think 
KTNN, KBOI, KDWN. 


For the stations that are designated class A, there is somewhat less 
skywave protection than there used to be. Class A stations' skywaves 
are protected to a certain (very low) field strength; when you hear 
talk of "750-mile protection," that's a fairly decent approximation of 
where that contour falls - but the actual engineering is done based on 
calculated field strength, not distance.

Indeed there is. However: there is a tendency in a lot of discussions 
of AM these days to simply pretend skywave doesn't happen. A lot of 
otherwise very smart people in the industry seem to believe that if 
you legislate skywave away, it will stop happening. As DXers, we know 
better - if you put MW RF into the ionosphere at night, it xwillx come 


down somewhere, often where it's not desired (except, of course, by 
DXers!) 


So the issue for a station like WBBM or KFI isn't protecting the 
ability of someone in Topeka or Redding to hear them. They don't make 
a cent off that listenership, and there aren't many people using those 
signals that way anyway. The issue is that if you start allowing 
stations in Topeka on 780 or Redding on 640, those new stations will 
create new interference *intox the WBBM or KFI signals within their 
own markets. Big AMs like WBBM or KFI continue to do as well as they 
do in part because they're the only AMs that actually have usable 
signals across their entire markets. 


I explored this issue in depth in the comments I submitted to the 
FCC's AM Improvement rulemaking. It's a long read, but I think it's 
worth it:

I listen to WBBM almost every night (actually morning). The show is 
iWhen Radio Wasi and is broadcast from 12:05 to 1:00 am, Tuesday thru 
Saturday morning. Lately Iive been getting a good solid signal with a 
minimum of fading. Distance from their transmitter to my receiver is 
about 580 miles (Larry Wild, Old guy in Aberdeen, SD, ibid.) 


I'm thinking of WWLS for example, which absolutely interferes with KFI 
in parts of the "13 Western States" that KFI used to claim to serve. 
The "clear" channels just aren't clear any more (Mike Westfall, ibid.) 


WWLS?? (Dennis Gibson, Sent from my iPhone, ibid.) 


They have been broken down over the years. But it is factually 
incorrect to say that the FCC has "removed" skywave protection. KFI's 
skywave was indeed once protected nationwide. It is *stillx supposed 
to be protected out to the 0.025 mv/m contour. The Oklahoma station, 
whatever its calls are this week, has a very deep notch in its 
nighttime pattern for just that purpose. It may be that it's not 
operating properly on night pattern, but if everything is functioning 
as licensed, there shouldn't be interference from Oklahoma to LA 
anywhere west of Norman. s (Scott Fybush, ibid.) 


Come to think about it, the CE there at KFWB [980] said they did try 
to go with 50 kW, but there was some hang up (Patrick Martin, OR, NRC- 
AM via DXLD) 


The engineering work was solid. A CP was even granted, and extended 
(back when you could do that). It would have added two more towers to 
the existing three-tower KFWB site at the East LA site it shares with 


KLAC. I don't remember if it was a question of difficulty getting 
permission to add the extra towers, or whether it was a budget issue 
once CBS owned both KFWB and KNX. I know the engineer who was CE 

at KFWB then. I'll try to remember to ask him what finally doomed the 
50 kW. It was a more achievable plan than the one that 670 in Simi 
Valley tried to build - they were going to move their site way, way, 
way up and out to Victorville to blast 50 kW back across LA day and 
night. That didn't end well (Scott Fybush, ibid.) 


It was not built because it would have cost a lot and not have 
resulted in any real coverage benefits, just more signal over the 
ocean (Glenn Hauser, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Patrick Martin wrote: **Thanks Scott for the info on KFWB. The 670 
boost is totally dead then? The pattern change for KBOI was just a 
waste. I guess they could not get their old pattern back even if they 
wanted to. Las Vegas is now in the mix being built since those days’ 


KBOI completely rebuilt its towers (at Simi Valley's expense). I don't 
know what the details of the contract were between the two parties, so 
it's possible that KBOI is contractually obligated not to reapply for 
a return to its bigger night pattern. As a practical matter, they 
wouldn't bother now - not only is Las Vegas now in the mix (in a way 
that would make the KIRN boost impossible to reapply for, too), but 
KBOI's coverage in the core of the Boise market actually improved as a 
result anyway (Scott Fybush, NRC AM via DXLD) 


There is no difference in signal here from KBOI's change, as I live 
WNW of Boise. I guess the night signal doesn't each as well to the 
Southwest any longer though (Patrick Martin, Seaside OR, ibid.)

Here is a method to get DRM to work with your SDR-1IQ; or other 
radios in many cases. Have a working SDR-IQ system and software such 
as SpectraVue.

Install Virtual Audio Channel (VAC).

Install Dream digital radio mondiale software. 


There are license free Dream (DRM) of various versions out there on 
the net to download, but many of the newer versions with 1.17 and up 
don't have audio supported. Have in the past compared version 1.12b 
and 1.13. Version 1.17 is by far the better version and has a wider 


selection of options. Sourceforge current version is 
"dream-2.1.1win32-svn808-d£.zip" 

and is available for download at the time of this message. Download 
from - 

http: //sourceforge.net/projects/dxrm/ 

Install Dream and go to the next step. 


Once the correct dll is put into the same directory that Dream DRM is 
installed in, there will be audio on DRM signals. I have verified 
today with all current versions of VAC, SpectraVue, and Dream that 
this is a functional Digital Radio Mondale system as done on my 64bit 
WIN7 laptop. Am confident this will also work with XP and VISTA. Where 
it doesn't, install an older version of the program that doesnt work. 


To get a working dll file to support the Dream program audio, do the 
following: 


Download the Software Radio program file named SoDiRa 
http: //www.dsp4swls.de/sodira/sodiraeng.html 


Inside that program zipped file is a dll named libfaad2.dll. Save this 
file some where, and make a copy that you will rename to faad_drm.dll. 
It is 232 kb in size. Put the rename file into the root folder with 
Dream version 1.17 and you will have a full functional program with 
audio. 


Here is where that info is available, but it is all over the web.

Have found that audio doesn’t always work the first time those files 
are installed. They will once you have powered off your computer and 
restarted. Once back up and running: 


Start VAC control panel. Default settings are fine. Minimize after 
running. 


Start SpectraVue to run the SDR-IQ and configure the output audio to 
use Linel (virtual audio cable) for example. Select WUSB and set it to 
no more than 15 kHz width, but most of the time I find 12 kHz is fine. 
You can change any modes bandwidth by using Setup available in lower 
left hand portion of the mode panel. Tune in a DRM signal if you can 
find one. http://www.drm.org/?page_id=151 


I find that the DRM Stations Schedules are incomplete. So I tune the 
HF spectrum in such a way that it doesnt take long to tune 2 - 30 MHz. 
This way I find unlisted DRM signals to explore. 


In the SDR-IQ Setup in the top bar, under the left lower corner for 


the Filter Bandwidth options, set the Demod Ok option to 190 kHz and 
select OK to exit. Put the SpectraVue VFO Frequency Tuning Digital 
display in to the "Center Frequency - Ins" mode. That option is just 
to the top center of the frequency read out digits area of your 
screen. Select a frequency of 25.090000. Put your mouse cursor over 
the 9 in that frequency read out display. Start rotating your mouse 
wheel to step down in frequency in large jumps. This frequency was 
chosen so I could tell you where to put your cursor. You can use the 
digit location for any band inspection operation you want to start 
with. When you find a DRM signal that will look like a broad square 
wave signal in the spectrum display, put it into the filter Response 
area lined up on the right side of the filter response outline. You 
can turn on or off that 'Show Filter Response' outline in the 
Demodulation Mode Selection (AM, FM, LSB etc., etc., panel) Setup 
option opens a panel for a lot of user choices. Continue to next step. 


Start Dream. Configure Dream to use Sound Card - Signal Input - Device 
- Line 1 (virtual audio cable). 


Tune in a strong DRM settings in SpectraVue. Better than S7 if you 
can. Put DRM wave pattern in to right of center in bandwidth marker 
guides. 


In Dream under View, open the view tab and choose evaluation dialog. 
That separate panel will give you the options and displays on how well 
it working. 


To view and update the station schedule list, under dream panel, 
select view tab and choose Stations dialog. That will give you either 
a old list, or the option to down load a current list. The panel for 
the Station Schedule List will have an update option. Enjoy and 73

REMOTE RECEIVING 


As a new listener, I find ‘remote RX' reports bit annoying. I am sure 
there is a valid reason to check a particular transmitter at 
particular time/frequency, but this is really killing it for me. I see 
often reports like ‘heard on remote RX in Australia’. I don't really 
think such report is relevant to a listener in Eu or US and it also 
discourages me of sending any reports. hat is the point.

Probably you have extremely low-noise conditions in down under 
Australia location? Happy boy. 


Even in 1975 year, I've heard every 60 meter domestic radio stations 
from Colombia directly on my DRAKE SPR-4 unit in downtown Stuttgart 
Germany. 


But that has changed completely since 1996 onwards, we have now very 
large electromagnetic disturbances to endure here in Central Europe. 


In addition, the radio bands bc-wise are more and more always be empty 
in few parts of the earth, see limited hour logs on small quantity of 
country countings - small amount of logs even in dxld newgroup in past 
months. 


All my older receivers as AOR 7030, Sony ICF-2010 and Eton E1 gather 
dust on the desk since past decade. 


Also in order to read very few logs from downunder like NZL and AUS 
now, at different times of the day to get an accurate and 
comprehensive overview of the band occupancy. Exact foot prints of 
stations in PNG, Indonesia, Vanuatu, FSM, Solomon Islands, give a 
clear picture for European DXers, and to help them then to listen at - 
for example - 19 UT downunder Morning start schedule, to get the 
exact[!!] frequency of the stations to be heard here in Europe. 


For example, ? you've never felt the great desire to hear the music of 
a Greek medium-wave transmitter from Crete 'direct' via a remote rx 
station in Italy? 


I find it exciting to follow latin American beautiful music from La 
Habana Cuba site or Pacific stns to be heard on the remote Yankee 


Uncle Sam rx station in Florida, - or Canadian Vancouver Island... 


ps. sorry my bad English language, which is not my native language. 


In German I could answer you a lot of more arguments. vy73 de (Wolfy 
df5sx, wwdxc germany editor since 1971, ibid.) 


Hi Wolfy - I come from non-English background and I constantly 
struggle to express myself properly. 


Also, I really don't want to turn this topic in antagonism between the 
oldtimers and newcomers. I do respect your contribution to BC 
monitoring over many decades. As well as contribution of many other 
members here. 


What I have failed to articulate is this: yes, we are blessed with 
advanced receiving abilities and remote receivers, but I much prefer 
‘ionospheric’ experience of SWL hobby. While some listeners may prefer 
content, I get kick out of finding a new ones, or improving my 
receiving capabilities, or trying different antennas, locations etc. 


I also understand that listening hobby today is quite different than 
back in the ‘good old days'. I wish I've started earlier! Like 
yourself, I am located in the middle of the city of 4+ million and my 
noise level is unbearable. 


Yet somehow I still feel very ‘unconformable' with the whole idea of 
tuning into remote receivers. For me, hearing a true DX much stronger 
than I wold ever be able to hear it via ionosphere would kill the 
excitement of the chase. 


My ultimate goal would be to travel to places like Norfolk Island and 
further beyond in Pacific to see how the MW band sounds from there. I 
have done it number of times (HF amateur expeditions) but RX-only 
operation would be equally exciting! John Bryant's trip to Easter 
Island is a perfect example of such ultimate listening experience!

Of course, I can tune into a remote Perseus or live internet BC stream 
but I really don't think anyone would care about such reports. Many 
ham operators believe that internet clusters, chat rooms, reverse 
beacon networks and remote receivers have turned us into lazy 
operators.

Hi Guy, <<< You give some very good cautions about purchasing these 


oldies but goodies-- the Sony ICF-2010. >>> 


Thanks for your comments, Guy. Those cautions were mainly directed at 
non-technical hobbyists who would be completely out of luck if they 
purchased an ICF-2010 with existing issues. VERY few of the current 
AM-DXing enthusiasts seem to have the ability to troubleshoot and 
correct electronic issues -- in fact, some of them seem pretty 
intimidated at the idea of taking the back cover off of their ICF-2010 
to observe the circuitry. 


<<< On the flip side though, sellers unfamiliar with the 2010s can 
also be the source of great bargains on Ebay! Because they are unaware 
of proper operation or common, easily fixed problems with the 
receiver, some of these fine radios go for far less than their real 
value. At least three of the 2010s that I've owned were bought at a 
low price because the reseller didn't know to install the memories 
backup batteries before powering on the set, or they weren't aware of 
the simple-to-f£ix battery contact connection issues. I was also given 
a fine condition 2010 that simply needed a cleaning of the keypad's 
rubber membrane contact surfaces to become operational again. >>> 


Yes, there are certainly bargains to be had on eBay for technically 
skilled purchasers who are familiar with the ICF-2010's common quirks. 
I myself have purchased 3 models from sellers who mentioned "Error 3" 
on the display, and easily repaired all 3 of them. Unfortunately this 
isn't an option for most of the current AM-DXing hobbyists, who not 
only lack technical skill but who often have eyesight or hand 
coordination issues. 


<<< So, for the same reasons a claimed fully functioning ICF-2010 
might not be accurately represented, a broken or dead ICF-2010 might 
not be what it seems, either. >>> 


This is definitely true, but the main risk for non-technical hobbyists 
is receiving an ICF-2010 that requires professional repair in order to 
function properly. This would be a deal-breaker for the modification 
article, and a financial disaster for someone who has just paid 
between $150-$300. 


Because of this, I'm still kind of "on the fence" about whether to 
target the modification article to non-technical hobbyists ina 
"Heathkit-like" format (such as last year's PL-380 "Supercharging" 
article) or whether to write the article for technically-skilled 
hobbyists who simply need some new ICF-2010 loopstick design 
information (i.e. construction and performance data on a longer, more 
sensitive antenna for LW and MW). My general impression at this point 
is that very few non-technical hobbyists would have the confidence or 
ability to successfully complete an ICF-2010 modification project of 


this type, which requires a significant amount of $$, some close-order 
soldering and other detailed work. There is no sense in directing the 
article at non-technical hobbyists when almost none of them would 
consider "taking the plunge."

Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 11 - 17 August 2014 


Solar activity was at very low to low levels. This period saw 
predominately B-class flare activity with isolated C-class flare 
activity, especially late in the period. The largest event of the 
period was a C2/Sf flare at 0930 UTC on 16 Aug from Region 2144 

(S17, L=107, class/area=Dsi/220 on 17 Aug). In addition to the C2 
flare, Region 2144 produced two additional low-level C-class flares 
and Region 2139 (N13, L=058, class/area=Eac/140 on 15 Aug) contributed 
three low-level C-class flares this period. 


A filament eruption estimated at 30 degree in extent was observed 
leaving the solar disk in SDO/AIA 193 and 304 imagery between 1630- 
1715 UTC on 15 Aug. A subsequent partial-halo coronal mass ejection 
(CME) was observed in SOHO/LASCO C2 coronagraph imagery beginning at 
15/1800 UTC. Forecaster analysis of this event and WSA-ENLIL model 
output suggest an anticipated CME arrival at Earth late on 19 Aug. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
normal levels on 12 Aug with normal to moderate levels observed on 
11, 13-17 Aug. A maximum flux value of 565 pfu was observed at 1605 
UTC on 11 Aug. 


Geomagnetic field activity was quiet on 13-16 Aug under nominal solar 
wind conditions. Quiet to unsettled levels were observed on 11 and 17 
Aug and quiet to active levels were observed on 12 Aug, due to coronal 
hole high speed stream effects. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 18 AUGUST-13 SEPTEMBER 2014 


Solar activity is expected to be low throughout the period with a 
slight chance for M-class (R1-R2 (Minor-Moderate)) flare activity 
for 21 Aug - 06 Sep due to the return of old Regions 2127 (S09, 
L=249, class/area=Dkc/300 on 30 Jul) and 2130 (S07, L= 230, 
class/area=Ekc/290 on 01 Aug), which produced one and two M-class 
flares, respectively. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. The greater 
than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is expected to be at 
normal to moderate levels throughout the outlook period. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be quiet on 18, 23-27, and 
30 Aug, 03-05 and 09-13 Sep. Quiet to active conditions are expected 
on 19-20 Aug due to the anticipated arrival of the 15 Aug coronal 

mass ejection (CME), followed by quiet to unsettled conditions on 21- 
22 Aug due to coronal hole high speed stream (CH HSS) effects. Quiet 
to unsettled conditions are expected on 28-29 Aug due to a solar 
sector boundary crossing followed by a co-rotation interaction region. 
Quiet to active conditions are expected on 31 Aug followed by quiet to 
unsettled levels on 01-02 Sep due to CH HSS effects. Quiet to 
unsettled levels are expected on 06-08 Sep due to CH HSS effects.
